This knot allows the 
lure to work freely, making it more lifelike, and resulting in more strikes.

Nail Knot 

The Nail Knot is generally used to attach fly line to fly line backing. 
This knot can also be used to attach a leader to the line. This makes a 
strong smooth knot that rolls out when casting. The nail knot is good 
for attaching two lines of different diameters.

Palomar Knot 

The Palomar Knot is a general-purpose connection used in joining fishing 
line to swivels, snaps, hooks and artificial lures. The double wrap of line
